the time-worn phrase 
of contempt,

she has not yet learned that for best 
results eggs are never boiled, 
but 
cooked soft or hard by a method that 
a equally easy, and 
that 
does 
not 
overcook the whites and leave 
the 
yolks raw. 
Soft-cooked eggs 
pro­ 
perly prepared, are sometimes called 
‘coddled", and are always recom­ 
mended for little children, especially 
when they are beginning to take solid 
foods. 


By simply 
prolonging 
the 
time, 
eggs may be similarly “hard-cooked” 
for the school lunch box or spring pic- 
nci, and they will 
be 
much 
better 
than “hard-boiled” eggs, 
in which 
the whites usualy become tough and 
leathery if the yolks are cooked long 
nough to be firm. 
The Bureau 
of 
Home Economics of the United Stat­ 
es Department of Agriculture 
gives 
the following direction for 
cooking 
eggs properly in their shells: 
The best method is to use a double 
boiler. 
In the top part put the e g g s 
and a cupful of boiling 
water 
for 
each egg to be cooked. 
Cover close­ 
ly, and keep warm over hot water in 
the lower part of the double boiler. 
Leave the eggs in the hot water for 
6 to 8 minutes if they are to be soft- 
cooked, or for 30 minutes if they are 
to be hard-cooked. 
Eggs prepared in 
this way are then ready for use 
in 
alads, for stuffed or deviled egg>, or 
or sandwich mixtures.

cutters have been developed to save

possible with hand planting.

NUMBER OF AUTOMOBILES 
IN MISSOURI DOUBLES 
IN LAST SIX YEARS 


In starting a study of traffic 
on 
the Missouri State Highway System, 
one should he acquainted with popu­ 
lation and auto registration statistics 
of past years and be able to estimate 
a conservative anticipated 
popula­ 
tion and auto 
registration 
over 
a 
large number of years of the future. 
In 1921, the population of Missou­ 
ri was 3,411,374, and the automobile 
registration was 347,180, or one car 
for every ‘J.8 persons. 
In 1924, the population was 3,433,- 
331, and the automobile registration 
w'as 544,635, or one car for every 6.3 
persons. 
In 1927, the population of Missou­ 
ri was 3,455,288, and the automobile 
registration was 682,419, or one car 
for every 5.1 persons. 
In 1930, the population of Missou­ 
ri based on tin* actual figures of the 
preceding years will he .3,477,215, and 
the automobile registration will 
be 
KIT.OtH), or one car toi every 3.5 per­ 
sons. 
In 1935, in this same conservative 
progression, the population will 
be 
3,500,000 and the automobile regi>- 
tration will be 1,025,000, or one car 
t** every 3.4 persons. 
It is advisable 
for estimating purposes to cons ider 
this as the limiting density. 
The State of California already has 
one car for every 2.8 persons, which 


fact shows our estimate of Missouri’s 
saturation point to be conservative. 
The fact that the State of Missou­ 
ri is geographically located in 
the 
center of the nation should next 
be 
considered by those making a study 
of traffic. 
The radius of travel of the aver­ 
age car owner is increasing by leaps 
and bounds, and while a few 
years 
ago a 20-mile trip by auto was quite 
an undertaking, a trip of 200 miles 
now is indeed common and thought 
of only as a short day’s trip. 
fine should carefuly consider the 
fact that the population and 
auto 
registration of our surrounding stat­ 
es is on the increase, that these stat­ 
es are also rapily building roads 
to 
our borders and that the* foreign own­ 
'd 
or 
out-of-State-car will 
very 
shortly be a high percentage of our 
traffic on at least our main 
cross- 
tate routes. 
The fact that four new interstate 
briges will be completed this year 
across the Mississippi River—name­ 
ly the bridges at Louisiana, at 
W. 
Alton, at 
Cape 
Girardeau, and 
at 
Birds Point—and the 
fact 
that 
a 
number ( f others can also be built 
in the coming years to invite the au­ 
tomobile owner to come to Missouri, 
should be given consideration. 
Missouri’s 
unsurpassed 
scenic 
beauty, which is becoming nationally 
known, appeals 
more and

ian and the people of the nation, ami 
will attract a steady stream of traffic 
over our highways during the vaca- f 
tion season« 


I he State of Missouri has approx­ 
imately 110,00 miles of roads. 
Of 
this large mileage, 7840 miles have 
been 
designated 
as 
the 
Missouri 
State Highway System. 
One easily sees that there 
is 
a 
large mileage at roads available to 
leliver traffic to the State 
highway 
system. 
This fact should also 
he 
borne in mind by those studying fu­ 
ture traffic posihilities. 


The location of the large centers of 
population in the 
State 
ami 
the 
known rate of their increase are m a­ 
jor considerations for traffic studies. 
Traffic is generally the heaviest 
in 
and adjoining localities having 
the 
greater population, due to the g reat­ 
er motor vehicle registration of these ! 
localities. 
| 
1 he Missouri State Highway 
de­ 
velopment "is now an industry of the 
first rank and the demand for h ig h-: 
way service C increasing proportion­ 
ately with the increase of motor 
ve­ 
hicle registration and the general <le-; 
velopment of our State. 
The* State Highway officials, as ex­ 
ecutives of this business are respon­ 
sible for the efficient direction of this 
highway dtvelopment. 
It is believed 
’hat one of the first requisites of 
a 
successful highway department. 
as 
in any other business, is to be 
con­ 
tinually e>n the alert in keeping feel­ 


ers out to ascertain the demand for 
its 
product. 
Information 
gained 
should be reliable and accurate. 
Traffic surveys and studies are ne­ 
cessary to provide, for the highway 
executives, a reliable analysis of the 
present and future demand for high­ 
way service. 
The demand for 
this 
highway service can 
be 
measured 
only by an accurate study of the vol­ 
ume and type of present traffic upon 
jwhich to base an estimate of expect­ 
ed future traffic on the highway sys­ 
tem. 


A traffic census definitely points 
out the density of traffic, it classifies 
the highway 
system 
into 
heavy, 
medium and light tiaffic routes, and 
determines the type and volume 
of 
traffic, thus providing an index 
to 
the 
location 
of 
construction 
and 
maintenance funds. 
It shows up the 
day of the week and hour of the day 
of the peak load of traffic; 
it gives 
the seasonal variations in traffic; it 
provides data on type of vehicle us­ 
ing the roads; it gives the importance 
of urban traffic on the State system 
and the relation between 
population 
and motor vehicle traffic; 
it 
gives 
maximum and average daily traffic, 
and it provides a large amount of oth­ 
er miscellaneous information of val­ 
ue to the designing, construction and 
maintenance engineers of the 
State 
system. 
In line with the above theory and 
because it seemed necessary to as­ 
semble accurate 
total» 
of 
present 
tiaffic, its volume and type, to note 
j increases and to he able to make an 
analysis of expected future volume, 
traffic counts were taken 
at 
three 
different periods during the year of 
1927. 
The spring count was taken 
during the week of May 8, the sum­ 
mer count during the week of July 
•31st. and the fall count during 
the 
week of October 9. 
The counts were 
taken simultaneously 
at 
335 sta ­ 
tions, so located on the highway sys­ 
tem as to secure a correct picture of 
the traffic on the system. 
In addition 
to 
assembling 
and 
tabulating 
the 
traffic count 
figures,

maps 
showing the average 
daily 
flow

Gen. Robertson had observed 
his 
eighty-eighth birthday, March 9. 
His health began to fail immedi 
ately after his return from the Con 
federate reunion in Florida last year, 
where, as the only living Confederate 
General, he was the guest of honor 
Gen. Robertson was the youngest 
General of the Civil War, in 
either 
the Southern or N >rthern armies. He 
was constantly in 
battle 
until 
tht 
war closed. 
The first shot at Sumter in April, 
1861, found young Robertson on his 
way to Richmond, Ya., the Confed­ 
erate capital. 
He had just resigned 
t rom his class at West Point, 
two 
months before graduation. 
Arriving 
at Richmond, he 
was 
appointed 
a 
Lieutenant of artillery by President 
Jefferson Davis, his personal friend. 
Robertson’s first 
assignment 
was 
with Gen. Beauregard’s arm y. 
In 
a 
short time he became a Captain 
of 
artilery 
and organized 
Robertson’s 
battery. 
Sent north with Gen. 
Al­ 
bert Sidney 
Johnston’s 
army, 
he 
faced the enemy at the battle of Shi­ 
loh and from then on was in 
every 
great battle of the Army of Tenner- 
see. 
Under Johnston. Bragg and Hood, 
he rose rapidly through all 
grades, 
becoming 
Brigadier ¿General 
in 
Wheeler’s cavalry. 
When 
Sherman 
marched to the sea, one of the 
ob­ 
stacles he encountered was Robertson 
and his men. 
Gen. Robertson fought 
Sherman every fot of the way. 
At the battle of Peach Tree Creek 
he was chief of artillery ami 
there 
performed what then was considered 
a miracle. 
He broke a Union Infan­ 
try advance with artillery, using 80 
guns with grape. 
A few months before the surren, 
der, Robertson was wounded in 
the 
left arm at Buckhead Church, Ga. He 
surrendered to Gen. Kilpatrick at Ma­ 
con, Ga. 
A 
Major-General’s 
com­ 
mission was on the way 
to him 
at 
the time, but Federal troops captured 
it. 
When Robertson saw fu rth er 
re­ 
sistance was useless, he disbanded his 
command and then rode two days to 
find tin* headquarters of Gen. 
Kilpa­ 
trick, the nearest Union General. 
As he rode up to the Union head­ 
quarters at Macon, a group of young 
Northern officers stood about the en- 


trance. 
They were somewhat aston­ 
ished to see the figure in gray 
dis­ 
mount and walk toward Kilpatrick’s 
office. 
Then there was a shout from 
the 
group. 
“ By God, it’s Felix”, someone ex­ 
claimed, and there 
was 
a rush 
to 
greet the gray-clad officer. 
The Union officers were the 
West 
Point classmates Robertson had left 
live years before. 
The war was over; 
the bitterness of battle was at an end. 
Robertson had nothing left except his 
horse and a saddle hag of worthless 
Confederate money. 
The Federal of­ 
ficers made up a purse of $180 in gold 
and sent him on his way a free man. 
Gen. Robertson was born in 
old 
Washington, the first capital of Tex­ 
as, March 9, 1840. 
Jerome Bonaparte 
Robertson, his father, also was a Gen­ 
eral in the Civil War. 
Jerome Bonaparte Robertson hro’t 
a small company of men to aid Gen. 
Sam Houston against the Mexicans, 
and it was Sam Houston 
who 
ap­ 
pointed 
Felix Robertson 
to West 
Point in 1852. 
The elder Robertson 
was at the battle of Sam Jacinto. He 
was a Colonel of the Third Texas In­ 
fantry and 
became 
commander 
of 
Hood’s famous brigade when

was promoted. 
The elder Robertson 
was wounded three times and surren- 
lered to Grant at Appomattox.
